liquors on a physician's prescrip- 
tion should not properly be issued 
licenses tp dispense non-intoxicat- 
ing liquors, in view of the provi- 
sions of the state prohibition law, 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Messerschmidt 
ruled today in an opinion declared 
to be highly important to druggists 
of the state. 


The opinion held that druggists 


who aro licensed to sell non-intoxi- 
cating Hquors and also sell intoxi- 
cating liquors on a physician's pre- 
scription, are subject to prosecu- 
tion. 


"Under the prohibition law, a 


druggist licensed to sell non-intox- 
icating liquors, who h_as in his pos- 
session intoxicating liquors on the 
same premises to be sold on pre- 
scription, may be prosecuted," the 
opinion rendered to E. S. Jednet, 
district attorney of Black 
River 


Falls, declared. 


"In view of the fact that he can- 


not lawfully 
possess 
intoxicating 


liquors, such druggists are not tho 
proper 
persons to 
which licenses 


can be granted." 


The ruling did not pass on valid- 


ity of licenses already issued 
to 


druggists under such circumstance.^ 
declaring that such "is not clear." 
It further recommended that prose- 
cution be brought in a trial case to 
Jetermine legal questions involved.

'f prices recede and discontent mounts, there is 
no telling how many states of the west and the 
middle west will be snatched by La Folletra 
from President Coolidge, not for L$ Folletio 
himself, but for the benefit of Mr. Davis.
